seas limited carrying the China mail 
arrived here .ithis afternoon at 3.39 
o'clock having made the third trip ac- 
ross the continent, the actual run- 
ing time between Vancouver and Que- 
bec 3080 miles being 79 hours 50 min- 
utes.
